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Constitution celeb

On September 17, 1787, as the 
Founding Fathers signed the Con- 
stitution of the United States, Ben- 
jamin Franklin turned to fellow 
delegates and expressed optimism 
about the struggling young nation. 
Referring to a sun painted on the 
chair that George Washington used 
as the convention's president, 
Frankiln said, ‘I have often looked at 
that sun behind the president without 
being able to tell whether it was ris- 
ing or setting. But, now, at length, | 
have the happiness to know it is a ris- 
ing and not a setting sun. i 


In 1787, just a few years after win- 
ning independence from England, the 
United States was having difficulty 
coping with freedom and peace. The 
government established by the Ar- 
ticles of Confederation in 1787 
couldn't require the 13 states to do 
anything- pay taxes, obey laws or 
comply with trade agreements. 
Chaos reigned, farmers rebelled, mer- 
chants complained and states 
fueded. 


So, at the prompting of a conven- 
tion in Annapolios called the year 
before to address trade problems, 55 
delegates from 12 states-Rhode 
Island refused to attend-went to 
Philadelphia to strengthen the Articles 
of Confederation. Shortly after arriv- 
ing, though, the delegates decided to 
scrap the document and write a new 
one, the Constitution. 

This week we celebrate the 200th 
anniversary of the Constitution of the 
United States. But what does this 
document really mean to each of us 
personally? Most people, dapat think 
about it at all unless.we.ve been strip-

ped of our freedom, denied our rights 


or had our ideas stifled. Most of us 
take our freedoms for granted. Inare- 
cent ABC television special, the lives 
of four people were profiled, shone 
how the constitution touched each o: 
m personally. 
eee story was about a Viet- 
namese refugee, who, in carrying out 
a history assignment, published a 
newspaper about her Lousiana high 
school. Because the paper contain- 
ed an editiorial critical of some of the 
teachers and school policies, the | 
paper was banned and unsold copies 
confiscated. Undaunted, and con- 
vinced that freedom of the press had 
been violated, she pestered the 
American Civil Liberties Union until 
they agreed to take her case. Two 
years later, the courts decided that 
her constitutional rights had indeed 
been violated. Perhaps knowing, first- 
hand, the indignities suffered by peo- 
ple who live ina country not protected 
by a Constitution gave her the deter- 
mination to keep fighting when most 
people would have given up. 
Another story dealt with an elderly 
woman who was perceived as a 
crank because she constantly com- 
plained about inadequacies at her 
local senior citizens center. After 
months of being ignored, given the 
brush off and finally being threaten- 
ed with bannishment from the center, 
she decided to take action. She went 
public with her complaints and was 
able to mobilize a coalition of other 
senior citizens who felt as she did. 
Together, they were able to imple- 
ment changes and even replaced the 
director of the center.
